misery. Women forced their way into his very 
rooms, nnd, throwing their starving children at 
his feet, implored him rather to kill them at 
once than to let them perish thus piecomeaj 
for want of sustenance. 


The honpitals. were crowded with »ick ; on 


tho Thursday befuro the surrendering, 30 men 
died in one day. Many went mad or became 
idiots from sheer hunger aud hard work. Those 
who preserved a remnant of health,halfistarved 
as they were, nnd scarcely clothed, were ob- 
liged to mount sentry almost every night up to 
the ancles in snow. 
Since tho battle of the 


29th there had been no animal food to issue to 
: the troopa, Horses had indeed been killed in 


the General's ftables secretly by night, but tbe 
meat was sent to tho hospitals for the sick. A 
pittance of bread and flour made into weak 
broth, waa alt that the working soldier had to 
subsist upon.

NKW POSTAGE LAW.—The Hudson North

Tho bail-bonds of our postmaster are but 


three hundred dollars, consequently he is not 
allowed to order more than three hundred dol- 
lars worth of stamps at n time, and as a usual 
thing tlie Department will send le*s than two 
hundred dollars worth.
